Whereas, the American Flag to this day is a most honorable and worthy 
banner of a Nation which is thankful for its strengths and committed to 
curing its faults, and remains the destination of millions of immigrants 
attracted by the universal power of the American ideal; and 


Whereas, the Law as interpreted by the United States Supreme Court no 
longer accords to the Stars and Stripes that reverence, respect, and 
dignity befitting the banner of that most noble experiment of a Nation- 
State; and 


Whereas, it is only fitting that people everywhere should lend their voices 
to a forceful call for restoration to the Stars and Stripes of a proper station 
under law and decency; now, therefore be it 


Resolved, that copies of this resolution be transmitted to the speaker of 
the U.S. House of Representatives, the President of the U.S. Senate 


and all members of the congressional delegation from the State of New 
Hampshire. (BY PETITION) (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE 36: To see if the Town will approve the transfer of one 
1985 Ford Crown Victoria Cruiser, retired from police service during 
1990, to the Wakefield Fire Department. (BY PETITION) (Majority vote 
required). 


ARTICLE 37: To see if the Town will accept the donation of a Ford 
Module ambulance from the Wakefield Firemen’s Association, to be used 
as a utility/rescue vehicle by the Wakefield Fire Department. (BY 
PETITION) (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE 38: To see if the townspeople will approve, that before any 
monies are spent, whether for services rendered or for any contracts over 
$1,000, either municipal or school department, must be put up for bid. 
(BY PETITION) (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE 39: To see if the townspeople of Wakefield will approve 
that the Wakefield School District Annual Meeting be held on the same 
day as the Wakefield Town Meeting; thus combining both meetings into 
one. (BY PETITION) (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE 40: To see if the townspeople of Wakefield will instruct the 
Selectmen to have posted appropriate signs, e.g.: slow down - danger 
curve - stop, at the dangerous junction of Ballard Ridge Rd., Pine River 
Pond Rd. and Leighton Corner Rd. to prevent further fatal or near-fatal 
accidents from happening. (BY PETITION) (Majority vote required).

We have audited the financial statements of the Town of Wakefield as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 1989 and have issued our report thereon dated 
March 8, 1990. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller 
General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements 
are free of material misstatement. 


Compliance with laws, regulations, contracts and grants applicable to the 
Town of Wakefield, is the responsibility of the Town’s management. As part of 
obtaining reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free 
of material misstatement, we performed tests of the Town’s compliance with 
certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grants. However, it 
should be noted that our objective was not to provide an opinion on overall 
compliance with such provisions. 


The results of our tests indicate that, with respect to the items tested, the 
Town complied, in all material respects, with the provisions referred to in the 
preceding paragraph. With respect to items not tested, nothing came to our 
attention that caused us to believe that the Town had not complied, in all material 
respects, with those provisions.

The accounts of the Town of Wakefield for the year of 1990 have been 
examined by the independent auditing firm of Plodzik & Sanderson Prof. Assoc. 
of Concord, N.H. Their report, although not available in time to be printed in this 
report, will be available for public inspection at the Selectmen’s office by the end 
--Of March. 
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WAKEFIELD AREA AMBULANCE CORPS ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wakefield Area Ambulance Corps responded to 206 calls during 
1990. These included 117 motor and water accidents, 136 home 
accidents and sudden illnesses and 13 fire standbys. A total of 125 
patients were transported to the hospital, of which 79 were residents, 4 
responses were for mutual aid to other communities and 14 responses 
were for mutual aid to Wakefield when more than one ambulance was 
required. 


We currently have 19 members of which ten are Emergency Medical 
Technicians. Of the ten Emergency Medical Technicians three are 
qualified for defibrillation, and two are qualified for intravenous treatment. 
We have four members who are Advance First Aid qualified. One new 
member is presently enrolled in an EMT course. 


During 1990 the Corps members logged 1,550 hours of voluntary 
man-hours on ambulance calls and training with no compensation. 


Statistics showed that more requests for assistance were on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays and that June, July, August, September and 
December were the busiest months. 


The corps also has and maintains a snowmobile and stretcher sled for 
emergency calls to areas that the ambulance is unable to reach. 


The Wakefield Ambulance Association, made up of interested 
townspeople and Corps members, donated $1,460 in equipment from 
Memorial Donations and regular donations. 


Any person who would like to assist the Ambulance corps but has no 
desire to be a medical attendant could do so by joining the Association. 
Any interested person can call Charlotte Palmer. 


Please remember the Corps still holds a monthly Blood Pressure 
Clinic, the first Wednesday of each month at the Fire Station from 10:00 
A.M. until noon. Any one interested is welcome to come in and have 
their blood pressure checked free of charge. 


We are always looking for new people to become Corps members. 
Any interested person can call the Selectmen’s Office or get in touch with 
a Corps member. The more people we have, the better job we can do for 
Wakefield residents and visitors when they need medical assistance.

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1990 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Major priorities to the Highway Department were, of course, snow 
removal and road maintenance. With the exception of having to 
replenish our supply of winter sand mid-season, no major difficulties were 
encountered during the year. 


In addition to snow removal and regular maintenance and road repair, 
the Highway crew worked on the following projects: 


1. Reconstruction of approximately 3700 feet of Ballard’s Ridge 
Road and approximately 1060 feet of Brackett Road. 


2. Shimming of sections of Brackett Road and Access Road. 


3. Resurfacing with a hottop wear coat on 3420 feet of Gage Hill 
Road, 3700 feet of Pine River Road, and 1150 feet of Brackett Road. 


4. Gravel resurfacing of sections of Pickpocket Road, Brackett 
Road, and Leighton Corner Road. 


5. Extensive brush cutting was done along the roadsides of many 
roads. To keep the cost of chipper rental down, the crew works on 
brush cutting and burning during the winter, as time permits. 


6. Ditching and drainage work was again accomplished on many 
roads in addition to those scheduled for 1990. 


The only major highway equipment upgraded during 1990 was the 
one-ton dump truck, plow and spreader.

WAKEFIELD PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During 1990 the Planning Board approved 11 subdivisions for a total 
of eleven new lots and three lot line adjustments. In addition the 
Planning Board reviewed three plans that were not acted upon, and 
denied one plan. The Board has one pending subdivision of 13 lots and 
one conditionally approved subdivision with 12 Commercial/Light 
Industry lots. 


The Planning Board has been working on the development of Site 
Plan Review Regulations, and a public hearing will be set up in April. The 
Planning Board and Zoning Board of Adjustment worked together at a 
joint session on updates and proposed zoning amendments to be 
presented to the voters on March 12, 1991. 


Among the proposed zoning amendments is an amendment which 
would allow housing and care facilities for the elderly by special exception 
in all zones and eliminates “spot zoned” Senior Housing District(s). 

The Planning Board continues to meet regularly on the second and 
last Thursday of each month. All interested parties are encouraged to 
attend and provide input to the Board.

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1990 LANDFILL REPORT 


The past two years have seen many changes at the Landfill facility. 
Rather than leave the operation and maintenance to an outside 
contractor, the Town began operating the facility with its own employees 
in April of 1989. This has allowed us to better control the daily operations 
and the new recycling policies. 


We have made progress toward the general cleanup of the site, 
including the disposal of two trailer loads of tires at a cost of $1,127 per 
load. The 1991 budget proposal includes funds to continue this cleanup 
and dispose of several more loads of our ever-increasing supply of tires! 
In 1990, we collected $835 in tire disposal charges at the Landfill. 


The better control and separation of the different categories of scrap 
metal have resulted in a revenue return of $2,881 for 205.2 tons of scrap 
metal and white metal during 1990, rather than scrap metal disposal 
charges of $2,845 and $3,096 during 1988 and 1989 respectively. 


Other recycling revenues include $8,080 for marketing 11.7 tons of 
aluminum cans and $1,668 for marketing 112.2 tons of glass. The costs 
associated with our recycling effort are not offset by these revenues; 
however, the recycling policy is intended to conserve valuable landfill 
space, not generate revenues. 


Last Spring a Solid Waste Advisory Committee was appointed to 
assist the Board with evaluating solid waste issues and recycling options. 
This Committee prepared an informational handout to promote recycling 
and assisted in the regional Household Hazardous Waste Collection day 
held in July. We continue to work together to provide the most cost 
effective and environmentally sound means of solid waste disposal for 
our community.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Wakefield Conservation Commission was established in March, 
1988 by Town vote (RSA-36A), consisting of five members appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. Meetings are held the second Monday of each 
month at 12:30 p.m. at Town Hall. The public is welcome to attend. 


The purpose of the Commission is to research use of local land and 
water areas, and establish an index of open space and wetland areas as a 
part of public information. Another purpose is to review requests for 
filling, dredging and docks that are sent to the Wetlands Board. This 
Wakefield Conservation Commission does not have decision making 
powers, but makes recommendations to State and local agencies. 


This year we have reviewed 83 applications, made several onsite 
inspections and are in the process of mapping the open spaces and 
identifying the wetlands. Onsite inspections are made of wetlands in line 
with the policy of the Department of Environmental Services, Wetlands 
Division, to assist in the review process. 


We have received a generous gift of land from Douglas Woodward, 
located in a wetlands area off Rte. 16. It will be used for the protection of 
our environment. Any gifts of money may be placed in the Conservation 
Fund and allowed to accumulate from year to year for the purchase of 
land and development rights. 


We will miss member Ken Whaley who with his wife, Babs, was killed 
in a tragic automobile accident this year.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experi- 
enced an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these 
wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire War- 
den, permit fires that escaped control and rekindled fires. All of these 
fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire pre- 
vention. New Hamsphire State Law (RSA 224:27 Il) requires that, "No 
person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or 
burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the 


ground is covered with snow, without fir ining a written fir 
from the For Fire Warden of th wn where th rning is to 
done we 


Violations of RSA 224:27 Il and the other burning laws of the State of 
New Hampshire are misdeameanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 
and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all fire Supression costs. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1990, including a 262 
acre fire in Moultonboro and several fires in Hooksett. 

In 1990, the New Hampshire division of Forests and Lands trained 
844 local Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command Sys- 
tem (ICS), an incident management system for all types of emergencies. 
In 1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A foam in wildfire sup- 
pression.

1990 REPORT 


During the year of 1990, the Wakefield Fire Department roster 
consisted of 1 Chief, 1 Assistant Chief, 5 Officers and 36 Firefighters. 


The Central Station in Sanbornville consisted of 3 Officers with 28 
Firefighters manning two pumper trucks and two tanker trucks. The East 
Wakefield Station consisted of two Officers with eight Firefighters 
manning one pumper truck and one tanker truck. 


The Fire Department’s improved training program helped familiarize 
the Firefighters with the hazards they may encounter in a variety of 
emergency situations, and taught them how to effectively use the 
equipment to lessen those hazards. During the year, 6 Firefighters 
completed the nationally recognized Firefighter Level 1 course, bringing 
the total number in the Wakefield department to 19 who are State 
Certified. 


With the arrival of the second of the two new pumpers purchased by 
The Town of Wakefield, the old 1963 pumper was retired. The arrival of 
this new apparatus provided the Fire Department with the ability to use 
large diameter supply hose, allowing movement of large volumes of water 
to supply trucks at a fire scene. This new capability along with the receipt 
of new hand and power tools continued to improve the efficiency and 
effectiveness of our Fire Department. More improvements are essential, 
and we must continue to support these efforts. 


The Wakefield Fire Department responded to 125 emergency calls 
during 1990, expending a total of 316.5 hours of fire truck use, and 
2,092.5 man hours.
